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Roll Out the Old Unwelcome Mat 


Anti-displacement activists advise Potrero Hill tenants on ways to ward off potential buyers.

Last Tuesday, as people began 
to trickle in to an open house for what 
one real estate broker described as “a 
double whammy’”— two adjacent homes 
on Potrero Hill featuring bay views going 
on the market for $1.8 million apiece — 
Tarin Towers was upstairs in one of the 
units advising a tenant on how to make 
the building seem like an undesirable 
investment. 

“Follow them arround, and if they 
try to open any cabinets, say, ‘Do 
you have a search warrant?” 
Towers, a 42-year-old poet 
and activist, suggested. 

The tenant, who asked 
not to be identified out of 
fear of antagonizing her 
landlord, had taped printed 
signs all over the walls of the 
two-bedroom apartment she 
shares with a roommate: “We feel 
it is important that you know that 
two women who are SENIORS live here, 
one for nearly 30 years, the other for 
5 years. Please don’t evict us. We will 
fight to stay in our home. Thank you for 
taking this into consideration.” 

The tenant politely greeted the first 
broker who ducked into the apartment, 
but then said, “I want you to know that 
two seniors live here, and we are going 
to fight to stay.” 

“Okay, no problem,” the man replied. 
“Are my shoes okay?” 

The tenant said yes, and Towers 
whispered, “At the Tenant’s Union they 































said you should make 
people take off their shoes be- 
cause it’s a pain in the ass.” 
The tenant, a 61-year-old 
Ph.D. candidate, had just found out 
a few days earlier that her landlord 
was planning to sell the building. 
Such news is often the harbinger 
of eviction for San Franciscans 
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these days (the real estate brokers’ in- 
formation sheet on the buildings boasts 
that the properties are a “Terrific and 
unique development opportunity!”), so 
the tenant attended the San Francisco 
Anti-Displacement Coalition’s Tenants’ 
Rights Fair on April 25 to gear up fora 
fight. That’s where she met Towers, a 
20-year resident of the Mission who is 
about to be evicted from her own apart- 
ment after a two-year battle. When 
Towers heard about the Potrero Hill 
open house, she offered to help. 
The tenants at the two properties on 
Potrero Hill haven’t received eviction 
notices yet, but they all are fearful. 
Putting up signs and informing 
potential buyers that they won't 
go happily is a preemptive strike in 
a city that has seen a 54.7 percent 
increase in evictions over the 
last five years. Still, none of 
the tenants who were home 
on Tuesday seemed par- 
ticularly optimistic. They 
all had buyouts on their 
minds, and none

Guilty as 
Charged 


At justice summit, city's 
Public Defender accuses 
San Francisco of systemic 
racial bias 


Jeff Adachi is San Francisco’s 
Public Defender, but at a justice summit 
last week he may as well have been pros- 
ecuting a case against the city’s criminal 
justice system. His charge? “Despite our 
liberal reputatation, racial bias in San 
Francisco is almost as bad as Ferguson.” 
The spectre of Ferguson and Balti- 
more — which had just completed its 
first night under a mandatory curfew 
enforced in part by the Maryland Na- 
tional Guard — loomed large during 
Wednesday’s summit at the San Fran- 


cisco Public Library, where the city’s 
idea of its own exceptionalism was 
challenged again and again. 

De’Anthony Jones, a former mem- 
ber of the SF Youth Commission, 
compared the city’s reputation for 
tolerance to what he learned buying 
his first car. “I bought the car because 
it looked good, but then the alterna- 
tor went out,” the 23-year-old native 
San Franciscan said. “San Francisco's 
diversity looks good, but parts of the 
engine are broken.” 

Adachi built his case against the 
city’s law enforcement system slowly 
but inexorably. After he presented 
statistics on the damning racial 
disparities in the city’s arrest and 
incarceration rates — 47 percent 
of people arrested by SFPD in the 
last five years have been black, even 
though African-Americans make up 
just 6 percent of the population, for 


example — attendees heard testimo- 
ny from several San Franciscans who 
have seen the ugly side of policing. In 
addition to Jones, there was Meseka 
Henry, a Muni driver who was thrown 
to the ground by police officers during 
a traffic stop last month; Peretz 
Partensky, who ended up in solitary 
confinement after calling 911 to help 
an injured bicyclist; and SFPD Set. 
Yulanda Williams, who was targeted 
and demeaned with racist and sexist 
language in recently revealed text 
messages exchanged by her fellow 
SFPD officers. 

“T joined what I thought was San 
Francisco’s finest, and it doesn’t feel 
like that today. It doesn’t feel like that 
to minority officers,” Williams said. 
“Because I’m black, I can never be blue 
enough to you? Shame on you.” 

The summit promised to “go 
beyond the scandals and toward solu- 


tions,” and District Attorney George 
Gascon, Sheriff Ross Mirkarimi, and 
SFPD Cmdr. Toney Chaplin all had 
one solution in mind: body cameras. 
Gascon called for body cameras on 
every police officer by July 1, 2016. 
Mirkarimi touted his proposal to put 
cameras on sheriff’s deputies in the 
county jail system. Chaplin promised, 
“Body cameras are coming to SFPD, 
period.” 

Indeed the next day, Mayor Ed 
Lee announced that he, too, wanted 
body cameras on SF cops, and would 
be requesting funding for their imple- 
mentation in his next budget. 

As for Adachi, cameras are a good 
start, but not enough. “The larger 
question is racial disparity in prose- 
cutions,” he said after the event. “It’s 
not enough to say we’re going to look 
at it. We need to go beyond that and 
track outcomes.” JCW

East Bay tech bus 
blockade doesn't have 
the panache of S.F. 
original. 


The first Google Bus block- 
ade in December 2013 touched 
off a year of protests against tech 
industry-fueled gentrification in 
San Francisco, so when a Face- 
book invite circulated calling for 
a blockade of tech shuttles at the 
MacArthur BART station on May 
1, it seemed possible that the 
time had come for the East Bay to 
start its own revolt against a 
growing population of Silicon 
Valley commuters. But despite 
the brief presence of Max Alper, 
the union organizer whose im- 
personation of an entitled tech 
worker at the original protest 
went viral, this was no San Fran- 
cisco blockade. 

There were no complicated 
props, no acrobats in unitards, 
no performers on stilts. The 
huddle of protesters gathered 
under the overpass at 7:30 a.m. 
held cardboard signs (“Fuck 
your bus”; “Die techie scum 
no one wants you here’; “Take 
a bus to hell”) and swapped 
rumors about where the tech 
shuttles for Facebook, Google, 
and Yahoo had been rerouted 
to avoid the protest. Around 
8 a.m. a giant white coach bus 
was spotted nearby, causing a 
brief flurry of excitement, but 
it didn’t stop. 

Most of the demonstrators 
were teenagers on a field trip 
to the Bay Area with the Wool- 
man Semester School, a private 
alternative program for high- 
school students in Nevada City 
that emphasizes “peace, justice, 
and sustainability in the world.” 
One of the students, Alejandro 
Manzonarez, 17, is from West 
Oakland and says his family 
was evicted from its home in 
DOA: 

“The neighborhood I used 
to live in just changed,” Man- 
zonarez said. “People who take 
the buses — it causes people to 
get displaced out of areas.” 

After the blockade, the 
teens planned to join the la- 
bor-backed march from the Port 
of Oakland to City Hall and the 
evening march in downtown 
Oakland. 

“We were stoked that today 
was May Day,” said Amelia Ne- 
benzahl, 28, the group’s teach- 
er. “Experiential learning is the

Prep School 


Gary Miller and his fellow Bay Area Survivalists are ready for Armageddon — or at least the next major earthquake.

If you drive around the out- 
skirts of El Dorado Hills long enough, you 
might chance upon the secluded 60-acre 
compound where Gary Miller and his 
friends are preparing for Armageddon. 
They have a water well, pallets of 
freeze-dried food from Costco, 

a Chevy alternator jer- 
ry-rigged with shovel blades 
that generate electricity as 
they spin, and a stockpile 

of guns andammo. 

“My motto is, be 
prepared and be safe,” 
Miller says. “If you 
think the government 
is going to help you, 
youre misguided.” 

Miller is a prepper, one 
of the estimated 3 to 4 mil- 
lion Americans who plan for 
catastrophe and the vigilantism 
sure to follow. The recent 7.8 mag- 
nitude earthquake in Nepal that killed 
more than 6,000 is a haunting reminder 
that San Francisco, too, is a time bomb. 
San Andreas, Hayward, Calaveras — the 
very names of the fault lines are a kind 
of sinister catcall that sets Miller on 
edge. “There are only three ways out of 
the city,” he tells me, and neither of the 
bridges will be passable. Miller never 
drives into San Francisco unless his Ford 
Explorer is stocked with everything he 
and his wife will need to survive in the 
wilderness for a month. 

In a statement released April 27, 
Mayor Ed Lee said, “We know disasters 
... can happen at any time with little or 
no warning. That is why it is important 
to take steps now so you are ready for 
any emergency.’ Miller has been ready 
since 1992. Back then he worked with 
computers at Moffett Field — he al- 
ludes to classified Army projects and 
NASA — and was an early believer in 
Y2K armageddon. He spent $20,000 on 
a generator and other hardware; $6,000 
on the freeze-dried food that now fills 
every closet in his house; and $500 ona 
military-style hiking backpack that ac- 
commodates food, surgical equipment, 
clothing, toiletries, a fishing pole, a .22 
rifle with scope, and ammo — enough 
supplies to completely cover his Califor- 
nia King bed. 

Three months ago, Miller and his 
son launched Norcal-preppers.com, a 
prepper supply website. “Social Security 
doesn’t pay enough,” Miller says when 
Task why, at 68, he’s venturing into 
online retail. A better answer might be 
that like many preppers who talk shop 
on message boards, he is eager to con- 
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nect with like-minded folks. Miller says 
he knows 50 or 60 preppers around the 
Bay Area, many of them firefighters, po- 
lice officers, paramedics, or ex-military. 
Indeed, a former Army Ranger owns 
the El Dorado Hills compound where 
Miller and his cohorts stage bugouts, 
carefully choreographed disaster drills 
that can last all weekend. 


Miller isn’t alone in the Bay Area. A 
cursory glance at prepper forums reveals a 
patchwork network of survivalists bracing 
for the next Big One. A message recently 
posted to the California Preppers Group 
solicited volunteers for a bugout to be held 
on a private ranch near Livermore-Tracy. 
And on Meetup, at least two active Bay 
Area prepper groups have a combined 
membership of nearly 700. On Twitter, 
the SF QuakeBot automatically updates 
105,000 followers about every seismic 
twitch in the area.

When I ask Bill 
Snitzer, the bot’s developer, about 
the followers’ relationship with earth- 
quakes, he responds that he’s noticed 
“people who have some kind of obses- 
sion,” singling out one follower who 
compulsively retweets the bot. “I’ve also 
noticed a lot of the followers are prepper 
types, Snitzer says, “but by no means a 
majority.” Based on demographic data 
Snitzer provided, it also seems many 
followers (64 percent of whom are male) 
have a healthy sense of humor. Among 
the other Twitter accounts they most 
often follow are Conan O’Brien, Jimmy 
Fallon, and The Onion. 

The earthquake in Nepal is no laugh- 
ing matter for those like Miller, who are 
preparing for a similar disaster here. 

In March, the U.S. Geological Survey 
announced that the likelihood of a me- 
ga-quake — defined as 8.0 magnitude 
or greater — striking California in the 


next 30 years is seven percent. The 
USGS also reported that multiple faults 
could rupture simultaneously and that 
earthquakes could jump from one fault 
to another. On prepper forums, Nepal 
has inspired seriocomic debates about 
how such devastation would affect the 
Golden State. 

“How big of a quake do you guys 
think it would take to cause california 
[sic] to become its on [sic] island due 
to the san adres [sic] fault line?” one 
commenter asked. Another, already 
envisioning marauders in the streets, 
declared, “In the end our only friend 
will be a bayonet, and the will to use 
it without remorse.” Some pointed 
to the recent unrest in Baltimore as a 
case study in social breakdown. “What 
have we learned? We need more ARs 
[assault rifles|. That’s 

for damn sure.” It’s 

worth noting that 

the subject of guns is 

complex and factious 

among preppers. It’s 

the one thing Miller 
refuses to discuss, 
except to say, “Ev- 
eryone in my family 
could shoot you at 

500 yards.” 

i It’s been a quar- 
ter-century since a 
major earthquake shook 

San Francisco. (Miller 
summed up the 1989 
Loma Prieta quake like 
this: “You haven't experi- 
enced an earthquake until 
/, you ve been in a waterbed 
and felt that fucker roll you 
over.”) Although critical infra- 
structure upgrades have been 
made — especially on bridges and 
BART tunnels — and while retrofitting 
continues apace, much work remains. 
An investigation by NBC Bay Area 
found that a third of the region’s acute 
care hospitals are at risk of collapsing 
during a strong trembler; 55 percent of 
state levees are considered “high haz- 
ard”; and 474 area bridges are structur- 
ally deficient. Moreover, San Francisco 
Public Press reported that at least 5,000 
residences in San Francisco still need to 
be retrofitted. 

Preppers everywhere live by the 
credo of “not if, but when.” As one 
online prepper counseled his fellow 
doomsday watchers, “Some people 
don’t like being labeled as ‘survival- 
ists, but I think it’s much better than 
being labeled ‘refugee.”

With Weed, 
Autism Speaks 


America is in the grips of a wid- 
ening epidemic. Or, the country would be, 
if autism were classified as a disease. 

One of every 68 children today is 
diagnosed with autism spectrum disor- 
der. That’s up from one in 150 in 2000, 
according to the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention. 

There is no cure for autism. There is 
only treatment — and the results are 
mixed. Through therapy, some people 
on the spectrum can function in society. 
Severe autistic behavior is often treat- 
ed with psychotropic pharmaceutical 
drugs such as Risperdal. This treatment 
is more for the autistic person's family, 
because while the pills often render the 
patient “zombie-like” — as one mother 
of an autistic child told me — it’s better 
than watching him “try to bang his head 
through a windshield.” 

Sometimes nothing works. In those 
cases, parents lost in despair have re- 
sorted to murder. When a Sunnyvale 
mother fatally shot her 22-year-old 
autistic son and then herself in 2012, 
other parents of autistic children told 
the San Jose Mercury News that they 
understood.

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In this kind of situation, any possi- 
ble chance at help, no matter how re- 
mote, is seized upon. Across the coun- 
try, more and more parents of autistic 
children are resorting to a solution that 
has potential, but is also fraught with 
great risk. If caught, the parents face 
jail time or having their kids seized by 
Child Protective Services. 

They’re giving their kids marijuana. 

And it’s working. 


Though she lives in hipster-friendly 
Austin, Thalia Michelle considers herself a 
typical Texas Republican. She drives a 
minivan and goes to a conservative Bi- 
ble-thumping church. It was church that 
led Michelle to try a marijuana extract on 
her son, Lance. 

Lance’s diagnosis is moderate to 
severe. He’s about to turn 10, but his 
cognitive development is of a child half 
that age. Michelle tried 
everything aside from 
the heaviest of pharma- 
ceuticals, without much 
progress — until she made 
a connection: One-third 
of children diagnosed with 
autism also have childhood 
epilepsy. 

Cannabis oil can halt 
or greatly reduce the 
occurrence of seizures 
associated with epilepsy, 
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early studies have shown. Therefore, 
cannabis might help with autism. 

Buoyed by support from Amy Lou, a 
friend from their church, Michelle gave 
Lance some hemp-based oil in January 
2014. Within four days, he had visibly 
improved. 

“We saw gains in eye contact and 
behavior,’ Michelle told me. “Suddenly, I 
had a newfound hope for my child.” 

As usual with cannabis in medicine, 
there is next to no research on marijua- 
na’s potential as an autism treatment. A 
search of studies in the National Insti- 
tutes of Health’s database reveals a lone 
literature review in process, which won't 
be published until next year. 

Meanwhile, the anecdotes are rolling 
in. “There are gains in cognition, gains 
in eye contact,” said Michelle, who with 
Lou co-founded an advocacy group, 
Mothers Advocating Medical Mari- 
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juana for Autism. “People are speaking 
their first words — at 25 years old.” 

If the government was banning a 
natural treatment for a curable disease, 
there would be a national outcry — or 
at least a voice in the media as loud as 
the crackpots claiming vaccines are au- 
tism’s cause. But since the treatment is 
weed, there are only unanswered phone 
calls to legislators and ignored testimo- 
ny at state houses. 


In California, a physician can recom- 
mend medical marijuana to any “seriously 
ill” resident. Whether or not that includes 
someone with autism — does a neurode- 
velopmental disorder make you sick? — is 
unclear. But in states where cannabis is 
more tightly controlled, the drug is unavail- 
able. Autism is not listed as a qualifying 
condition in any of the country’s medi- 
cal-only states. Nor is cannabis available for 
autism in the Bible Belt states where 
non-psychoactive oil is becoming available 
to severely sick children, such as epileptics. 
This means parents must re- 
sort to subterfuge — and it 
also means autistic children 
are denied the full treatment. 
Red states are keening 
to “CBD-only” marijuana 
laws. CBD is cannabidiol, 
the cannabinoid that does 
not deliver a high. But THC, 
tetrahydrocannabinol, mar- 
ijuana’s “intoxicant,” has in 
some cases been the can- 
nabinoid to help patients 
with autism, according to 





Berkeley physician Dr. Frank Lucido. 

Michelle would like to try whole 
plant oil, THC included, on Lance. She 
cannot without breaking the law. In 
Texas — where bills to legalize CBD oil 
and whole plant medical marijuana are 
running into serious opposition in the 
Legislature — Michelle can only access 
hemp-derived CBD oil. She says these 
oils work, but these are the same “treat- 
ments” derided as bunk cures by some 
medical marijuana advocates. 

Even with no THC, the treatment 
still carries a legal risk. Look at Shona 
Banda’s case: the 37-year old Kansas 
mother uses cannabis oil to soothe her 
Crohn’s disease. After her son called 
bullshit on a DARE presentation at 
school, school officials called the cops, 
whose “welfare check” turned up some 
oil. Her son is now in state custody. 

Michelle dealt with her own CPS visit 
after Lance’s therapist learned of the CBD 
oil and reported her. Since it has no THC, 
the oil is legal and CPS left her alone. 
However, “I know plenty of mommies 
who are committing felonies” to get their 
kids medicine, Michelle told me. She also 
knows of more murder-suicides by par- 
ents who have run out of options: six in 
the autism community in 2014, she said. 

Marijuana might have avoided that. 
At the least, it appears to help. Yet as 
lawmakers finally admit that cannabis 
could help kids with cancer or epilepsy, 
autism is out of the conversation. 

“That’s what’s criminal,” Michelle said.

The Tragedy 
of the Edgar- 
Free Ant-Man

That’s us, I guess? For as cool as it was 
to see San Francisco as ground zero in the posters 
and trailers for last summer’s Godzilla, Marvel’s 
upcoming Ant-Man taking place here in town isn’t 
quite as exciting. Of course, the Godzilla movie it- 
self dropped the (fire)ball, since the producers ap- 
parently spared every expense to make the streets 
of Vancouver resemble San Francisco. The film’s 
budget was $160 million, but they cut corners by 
mocking up a BART logo that wasn’t even close. 

Ant-Man actually did some principal pho- 
tography in San Francisco last August around 
Union Square and the Tenderloin — TL rep- 
resent! — but that just makes it all the sadder 
that a few months before filming began, origi- 
nal director Edgar Wright left the project over 
creative differences with Marvel. 
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Paul Dano 


Marvel isn’t the only superhero-mill to have 
difficulty retaining strong directors. Michelle 
McLaren, who directed 11 of the 62 episodes 
of Breaking Bad, was recently removed from 
Warner Bros.’s Wonder Woman, and though she 
was replaced with Patty Jenkins, it’s still a safe 
bet that the final product will be less interest- 
ing — and, let’s face it, probably more palatable 
to bros. 

What really twists the shiv is the fact that 
this Wright-less Ant-Man coincides with the 
fifth anniversary of the box-office failure of 
Edgar Wright’s best film, 2010's Scott Pilgrim 
vs. the World. (I saw Scott Pilgrim three times in 
the theater, but that apparently didn’t help.) 
With Ant-Man, Wright still would have been di- 
recting a Marvel film, and there are restrictions 
to the content and tone — hence the creative 
differences that led to his split — but he might 
have done for San Francisco what he did for To- 
ronto in Scott Pilgrim, showing us a side we’ve 
never seen before. We were this close. 

Replacement director Peyton Reed’s Ant- 
Man will probably be fine, hopefully 
closer to Captain America: The Winter Sol- 
dier than Thor: The Dark World. But it could have 
been so much more. 
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Concept: Dano and Cusack portray dif- 
ferent ages of Brian Wilson, the troubled 
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genius behind the Beach Boys’ best 
1960s work. 

SC: Biopic producers always pick the 
most boring songs for their movie titles, 
especially since Wilson also wrote the 
clearly superior “You Need a Mess of 
Help To Stand Alone.”

The meticulous quilts of Georgia-born 
San Francisco artist Ben Venom 
routinely incorporate knives, skulls, 
demons, and beasts of prey into 
patterns that only a heavy-metal 
granny would want spread across her 
bed. Venom is part of a growing circle 
of male quilters, but unlike artists like 
Dan Olfe or Aaron McIntosh who use 
printers and imaging software to 
challenge expectations of patchwork, 
Venom’s work is still rooted in 
tradition. Inspired by a 2006 exhibit of 
quilts from Gee’s Bend, Ala., at the de 
Young Museum (where Venom is artist 
in residence through May), Venom’s 
earliest quilts comprised pieces from 
his own beloved but threadbare band 
T-shirts.

INFLUENCE 


At long last, all three of Penelope 
Spheeris’ The Decline of Western 
Civilization documentaries have 
been digitally remastered, covering 
the early Los Angeles punk scene 
with the Germs, X, and Black Flag; 
the mid-’80s metal years with Ozzy 
Osbourne and Alice Cooper; and the 
lesser-known 90s look at crusties 
and squatters. Venerable institu- 
tions often refer to Spheeris as an 
artist and rock’n’ roll anthropologist 
because of these films. But if she had 
followed the advice of cohorts like 
Rob Reiner, her first film credit after 
producing Albert Brooks’ Real Life 
would have been directing Private 
Benjamin. Instead, she did Decline, 
and followed it up with Suburbia, a 
feature about punk runaways re- 
leased the same year as Reiner’s This 
Is Spinal Tap. Spheeris, it’s said, 
turned down Spinal Tap out of devo- 
tion to the music scene (she must 
have already known how painfully 
close it would come to the truth cap- 
tured in Decline II). Thankfully, she 
didn’t feel the same devotion to mu- 
sic fans: She committed Wayne's 
World to film in a month. Wayne's 
World (9:15 p.m.) will screen along 
with Decline I (7 p.m.) and Decline II 
(11:30 p.m.) after Spheeris’ Q&A.

Longtime gallerist Paule Anglim's death hit SF's 


art world hard.

In April 2014, when SF Weekly 


was interviewing gallery owners about 
San Francisco's skyrocketing rents and 
the evictions of longtime downtown art 
spaces, we spoke with Paule Anglim, 
whose Geary Street gallery has been a 
San Francisco fixture for decades. Anglim 
said four words to us that said everything 
about her determination, even in her 90s, 
to keep exhibiting her artists’ work in 
new and profound ways: “I’m not going 
anywhere.” And she didn’t — not until 
April 2, 2015, when Anglim passed away 
at age 92. 

With her death, San Francisco has 
lost an art-world matriarch with an 
international reputation. From every 
new generation, Anglim championed 
art work that was formidable, arrest- 
ing, challenging, and often fun, like the 
sculpture of Ruby Neri, who was the 
gallery's featured artist at the time of 
Anglim’s passing. The art world, like the 
film world and other creative spheres, 
can be an indulgent place that rewards 
pomp, glitz, pretentiousness, and com- 
mercialism. The Paule Anglim Gallery 
was none of that, even as some of its 
artists began commanding high prices. 

One example: Anglim worked with 
Deborah Butterfield, who specializes 
in horse sculptures of found wood and 
metal, decades before Butterfield’s 
work started selling for hundreds of 
thousands of dollars at auction. An- 
other: Lynn Hershman Leeson, a cele- 
brated Bay Area artist who is regularly 
lauded by major art critics and has 
exhibited at the Anglim Gallery since 
the early 1970s. 

“She stayed with artists whether 
they sold or not — and I’m the prime 
example,’ says Hershman Leeson, 
laughing. “I didn’t sell anything for 30 
years, and she never brought it up. She 
continued to show my work and cham- 
pion it regardless.” 

The gallery itself reflects Anglim’s 
tastes. Located at Geary near Kearny, 
it’s an unpretentious space that abuts 
a phone store and a check-cashing 
business, and fronts a Muni stop where 
38-Geary buses make noise at all hours. 
Inside the gallery, the carpeted main 
area feels more like a large living room 
without couches. Inches from that 
space is Anglim’s office, where she sur- 
rounded herself with the art of artists 
she represented and adored, including 
the Bay Area painters Joan Brown 
and John Zurier. The books on her 
shelves testify to Anglim’s wide-rang- 
ing interests, including poetry (The 
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Selected Letters of Allen Ginsberg and 
Gary Snyder and Robert Duncan’s The 
H.D. Book); sociology (historian Mike 
Davis’ Ecology of Fear: Los Angeles and 
the Imagination of Disaster); war and 
art (Alan Riding’s The Show Went On: 
Cultural Life in Nazi-Occupied Paris); 
and language (The New Shorter Oxford 
English Dictionary). 

Of course, Anglim stocked her 
shelves with tomes about her favorite 
artists, too, like Louise Bourgeois, the 
brilliant French sculptor whose work 
Anglim regularly spotlighted at the 
gallery (and who lived into her 90s as 
well). One month youd find Bourgeois’ 
multimedia works at 14 Geary St., an- 
other month you'd find Barry McGee’s 

The gallery's retrospective tribute to 
Anglim, which begins May 7 and runs 
through June 27, features about 100 
pieces from all five decades of Anglim’s 
gallery stewardship. Among the stand- 
out works that are slated for display: 


m@ Hershman Leeson’s Shutter, a 1995 
photograph of a woman wearing an en- 
larged camera that’s a commentary on 
society’s portrayal of women. 

@ Joan Brown’s Dark Pink Nude, an 
acrylic, ink, and graphite work from 
1974 that uses contrasting black and 
flesh tones to outline a semi-abstract 
figure. 

@ Canan Tolon’s Time after Time from 
2012, a giant multipaneled jumble of 
rectangles, shadows, and other shapes 
that stretch out and overlap. 

@ An untitled mixed-media work by 
Barry McGee, from 2013, that’s both a 
collage of street art and a guide to mak- 
ing it. 


“She liked unusual things,” says 
Hershman Leeson. “She liked my wild 
pieces — not as much my paintings 
and sculptures, but liked the sculptures 
that breathed, or these video projec- 
tions of babies that swam in water.” 

“We'd show things often that were 
very difficult to sell,” says gallery direc- 
tor Ed Gilbert, who has been with Paule 
Anglim Gallery for 27 years. “It was a 
trust in the artist that what they were 
producing was worth sharing with the 
public and entering into the historical 
record.” 

Once a year, in January, Anglim 
invited her artists to her North Beach 
home near the San Francisco Art In- 
stitute to celebrate their art and their 
lives. She also oversaw a regular photo 
collaboration that evolved a year ago 
as a tribute to Anglim. “Except for this 
year, she’d get all the artists who were 
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in town and take photographs togeth- 
er, Hershman Leeson says. “They did it 
last year as a surprise gift to her. They 
gave her the photographs.” 

A memorial for Anglim will be held 
at the San Francisco Art Institute on 
Sunday, May 31, 2-5 p.m., but in many 
ways, the art retrospective at Paule 
Anglim Gallery — simply titled “RET- 
ROSPECTIVE” — will be a seven-week- 
long memorial, where visitors can see 
firsthand the kind of art that Anglim 
esteemed. In turn, artists revered An- 
glim because of her tastes and for the 
way she treated the artists: not just as 
artists but as people with multifaceted 
lives. 

“She was quite quick-witted, but 
she was always focused on who she was 
talking to, and made them feel import- 
ant, and knew about their entire lives,” 
says Hershman Leeson, who saw An- 
glim just days before her death at the 
Geary Street gallery. “She always asked 
about my kids. She liked art and artists, 
but she got to know the artist first.” 

Anglim never formally studied art, 
majoring in sociology in college. 

“She was trained to be a social work- 
er, which — tongue-in-cheek — many 
people would say is essential training 
for working with artists,” Gilbert says. 
“It was a passion for her as a young 
woman, and it turned into something 
she loved.” 

Anglim opened her gallery in North 
Beach in the 1970s, after moving 
here years earlier from Quebec, the 
French-speaking Canadian province. 
She regularly traveled to Paris, in- 
cluding a few months ago, and other 
locations. 

Till her last days, she remained en- 
gaged with the world, and interested in 
current affairs. One of her favorite TV 
shows was Meet the Press, the NBC in- 
terview program that has been on the 
air since 1947. Until very late in life, 
Anglim also practiced tai chi. 

“Her drive and her intuition,” Gil- 
bert says, “never wavered.” 

Gilbert says Anglim’s gallery will 
continue operating — though the real 
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estate market continues its surreal 
spiral. The brick building that houses 
the gallery on the second floor is 
advertising its ground-floor space, 
which is being rebuilt, to major com- 
mercial tenants. As rents and leases 
in the area continued to skyrocket, 
the same defiance that so suited An- 
glim in the art world served her well. 

As noted by Hershman Leeson, 
“You couldn't really tell her anything 
— she had her own mind. She could 
be very stubborn about doing things. 
She knew what she wanted, and she 
was a passionate champion of artists 
of all kinds. She didn’t favor Mini- 
malism over Abstraction over New 
Realism.” 

For many who knew Anglim, the 
lasting image of her won't be of her 
stubbornness but of the utter joy she 
got from art. In an undated black- 
and-white photograph that the gal- 
lery is handing out, Anglim is sitting 
in a chair, hands folded and tipped to- 
ward the ceiling, a smile on her face as 
she poses before the camera. Female 
artists were particularly important 
for Anglim, who was a role model for 
young female gallery owners around 
the United States. 

“She was one of the early pioneers 
in this business,” Hershman Leeson 
says. “She had such a high standing. 
People revered her so much all over 
the world. She had a remarkable 
reputation, not just for instincts 
and tastes but her intellect and the 
ethical practice that she had. There 
was nothing underhanded. She was 
completely honest. You'd be shocked 
at how many gallery owners are not. 
She never said anything negative 
about anyone’s work. She was just so 
thrilled to be working with art. She 
liked to be around it. It gave her life to 
have it around her.”

Know Your Street Art 


Wiliam McKinley

The stories behind the statues in 
Golden Gate Park and the Panhandle are 
laden with triumph, tragedy, and irony — a 
history that the statues themselves rarely re- 
veal. It takes someone like artist Robert 
Minervini to come along and recontextual- 
ize the statues’ epic backgrounds. So it is 
with William McKinley (with interpretation of 
Graffiti Barrier), one of Minervini's posters 
in the latest San Francisco Arts Commission 
series that puts art in Muni kiosks along 
Market Street. Minervini imagines what the 
Panhandle’s McKinley memorial statue — a 
tribute to the assassinated American presi- 
dent, and dating from 1904 — will look like 
when it gets a graffiti-prevention fence. The 
white fence makes the statue look almost 
heavenly. In real life, taggers almost con- 
stantly deface the statue. 

When city officials unveiled the 
McKinley statue more than 100 years ago, 
President Theodore Roosevelt attended, 
then traveled with John Muir to Yosemite 
which led to legislation protecting it as 
a national park. Minervini connects the 
dots between Yosemite’s safeguarding 
and the possible protection of McKinley’s 
memorial, having researched it in his 
poster series, which is called Invisible Re- 
fiections: A Narrative of Six Monuments. 

“Once I found the stories, I had to 
figure out how to make the connection 
visually,” Minervini says. “I decided to 
make an image of the statues as they 
stand, and then I superimposed white line 
drawings on top of the images that are 
interweaved with the image. That symbol- 
izes the unseen part that we don’t think 
about or know about. Hopefully, it makes 
people think about the story behind the 
monuments.” 

Another monument that Minervini 
spotlights is the park memorial to Sarah 
B. Cooper, a faceless work that’s chipped 
and seems abandoned. In Minervini’s 
reinterpretation, Cooper — a prominent 
educator who died in 1896 — is drawn in 
profile. The memorial is bathed in fall-foli- 
age red, and the San Francisco elementary 
school named after Cooper floats above 
in the celestial white that Minervini uses 
in each of his works. Cooper, who opened 
one of the first kindergartens in the west- 
ern United States, was also a prominent 
women’s rights advocate. A decade after 
her husband committed suicide after suf- 
fering financial distress, she died at the 
hands of her daughter. 

“She has this really heroic and tragic 
life,” says Minervini, whose work is 
scheduled to be up through the end 
of May. “She and her family fled the 
South to escape the Civil War and came 
to the Bay Area. The statue is made of 
limestone and has been deteriorating 
for years. It’s a sweet memorial but also 
very sad. It’s kind of a downer, but very 
surprising.” JC

There’s plenty to admire in the 
Aurora’s presentation of the Talley Trilogy, 
a three-play homage to Pulitzer Prize-win- 
ning playwright Lanford Wilson. 

Foremost is Artistic Director Tom 
Ross’s three-tiered nod to a single 
artist’s work in one season. It’s a rare 
act for a theater company to mount 
all three plays when variety is an au- 
dience-pleasing essential. The move 
provides context and an opportunity to 
follow Wilson as he weaves three sepa- 
rate narratives with overlapping char- 
acters and themes of family and social 
conflict, love, honor, war, and loss. 

Wilson was prolific, writing 17 full- 
length plays and over 30 one-acts be- 
fore his death in 2011 at age 73. Cred- 
ited with creating the off-off-Broadway 
scene in the 1960s, his work landed on 
Broadway, earning Tony nominations 
and the Pulitzer Prize for Talley’s Folly, 
the second play in the cycle. 

Director Joy Carlin’s concise, inti- 
mate Talley’s Folly, plays in the Aurora’s 
49-seat Harry’s UpStage venue and 
staged readings of Talley and Son, a 
less-often presented work, began April 
27. Ross’s sensitive direction and the 
poetic lyricism of Wilson’s language in 
Fifth of July — the play written first 
but chronologically last in the lineup 
— are the main stage production’s 
anchors. The first two plays are set on 
the same day, July 4, 1944; the two- 
and-a-half-hour Fifth takes place 33 
years later. 

Kenneth Talley, Jr. (Craig Marker) 
is a Vietnam War veteran who lost 
both legs along with his 1960s ideal- 
ism in the war. Determined to sever 
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his connection to the past, to other 
people, and especially to the family’s 
19-room homestead in Lebanon, Mo., 
Kenneth secretly arranges to sell the 
house to two Berkeley buddies from 
his college days. Gwen (Nanci Zoppi), 

a pill-popping copper company heiress 
with a golden singing voice, and her 
wheeler-dealer husband, John (John 
Girot), intend to convert the house into 
a recording studio. Sidekick songwriter 
Weston Hurley (Harold Pierce) carries 
a guitar, a poor memory possibly im- 
paired by too much dope, and an end- 
less spool of “I read a book about ...” 
interruptions. 

Raffling off the family home be- 
comes betrayal after it’s revealed that 
Jed (Josh Schell), Kenneth’s devoted 
partner and a botanist, seeks perma- 
nence by planting a garden that will 
take up to 20 years to reach maturity. 
Kenneth’s sister, June (Jennifer LeB- 
lanc), has plans for Kenneth to stay in 
Lebanon to be a schoolteacher and not 
run off to Greece, while their Aunt Sally 
(Elizabeth Benedict), still clutching a 
candy box filled with her husband’s ash- 
es one year after he died, signals that 
letting go of the past will require more 
than a title transfer on a mortgage. 

Plans overlap plans — and not 
snugly — as will happen in fami- 
lies. Secondary stories have June’s 
13-year-old daughter, Shirley (Oceana 
Ortiz), parading through the action 
as a larger-than-life Betty Grable and 
disintegrating at the thought of mar- 
rying Weston and becoming “Shirley 
Hurley.” The town boils with anti-Se- 
mitic sentiment — although oddly, 
no one in 1977 seems to have trouble 
with a gay man teaching high school 
students — leaving an indignant Sally 
to protect the memory of her deceased 
Jewish husband. Chaos is amplified by 
love triangles and life’s way of split- 
ting allies into enemies when politics 
and money are a part of the equation.

mildews into ’70s selfishness, material- 
ism, and other human pitfalls. 

Unfortunately, despite a strong 
cast and a script that occasionally 
sings with word combinations one can 
imagine feel good rolling off an actor’s 
tongue — or swings giddily with under- 
currents of humor or sarcasm — the 
play’s stodgy first act dulls the senses 
and demands too much patience. By 
the time Wilson has looped all the var- 
ious characters and their connections 
into a tidy bundle for the second act’s 
explosions, we may not care about the 
resulting collateral damage. As much 
as we might respect the playwright’s 
bold-for-the-time portrayal of a same- 
sex couple without making the Fifth a 
“coming-out play,” or applaud Wilson’s 
ability to empathize with characters of 
all kinds, the bitterness and rage need- 
ed to grab an audience and justify how 
hard we've worked to remain invested 
rises only sporadically. 

The play’s most lovely moment 
comes in a coda, with Zoppi singing 
a ballad accompanied by Pierce. And 
Benedict infuses her portrayal of 
a 64-year-old radical with genuine 
warmth. Perhaps the role is written to 
show a greater arc, but her Sally chang- 
es and holds our interest. Other char- 
acters, written and portrayed more as 
one-note players, lose power the longer 
they linger. While finding things to 
praise in Zoppi’s exuberant Gwen, Le 
Blanc’s assured June, Pierce’s perfect- 
ly-pitched quirkiness as Weston, and 
the rest of the cast’s technical skills, 
the overall effect is as numbing as the 
family is stifling.

Cockblocked 


I am always amazed by the skill 
of the male talent I work with in the 
porn industry. Being able to hold a rock- 
hard boner under hot lights, in weird 
locations, while vigorously fucking 
someone who might be a total stranger, 
is a skill that few possess without 
chemical assistance. 

As a person with a vagina, I have 
the privilege of putting on a smile, 
lubing up, and still being able to give 
an authentic and hot performance 
whether I’m physically turned on or 
not. People with penises don't really 
have that luxury, and when someone 
has trouble getting a pop shot, or 
maintaining an erection at all, it can 
definitely get awkward. 

Even when there’s no camera crew, 
I’ve found that men can get very 
emotional, and sometimes even 
angry, if their equipment 
doesn’t work the way 
they hope it will. 

Former 49ers 
draft pick and 
Actors Studio 
alumnus Scott 
Barry explores 
these very 
themes in his 
new one-man 
show, Rise, 
which plays 
Fridays and 
Saturdays at the 
Exit Theatre until 
May 23. 

It’s not easy for 
most people to talk frankly 
about impotence, or what Barry 
refers to as the “Lord Voldemort” 
of men’s issues: that which must not 
be named. 

The play chronicles Barry’s journey 
battling his own inability to hold an 
erection, and despite how palpably 
uncomfortable the subject is for most 
men, Barry places the subject at the 
center of this project. 

As the lights come up, one of the 
first things he says to the audience 
(which for this preview performance 
consisted of just me and my boyfriend: 
not awkward at all) is, “Every time I 
start to tell this story, I think to myself, 
‘Why does it have to be this story?!” 

As the play unfolds, we learn what 
we already know: This is about a lot 
more than just sex. 

As a football-player-turned-con- 
struction-worker and a self-described 
“commitment-phobe man child,” Barry 
finds himself single in his early 40s 
and unhappy with his life. He starts 
practicing yoga and soon falls for the 
twentysomething yoga babe of his 
dreams, only to discover that con- 
summating their relationship with his 
penis seems to be a no-go. 

He soon realizes he can’t even 
get to boner-town via porn and strip 
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clubs. That’s the case for plenty of 
people who aren't impotent, but Barry 
doesn’t even entertain the idea that he 
just might be one of those people for 

a second. 

Instead of switching it up and ex- 
perimenting with the kinds of sex he 
could have without his penis, Barry 
embarks on a mission to “fix” himself 
via self-help medicine and sheer will. 

Wrapped up in his quest for a boner 
are questions about his masculine 
identity and the more than 40 years of 
messages about what a “real man” is 
supposed to be able to do. 

He changes his diet — more oysters 
and red meat, no soy. He distances 
himself from the yoga babe. He tries 

desperately to fix his 
embarrassing 
problem so he 
can attain some 
kind of Califor- 
nicated Leave It 
To Beaver dream 
with her, which 
to him is con- 
tingent on his 
ability to hold 
his morning 
wood for 
more than 
two minutes. 
Barry 
disintegrates 
the fourth wall 
from the very first 
line and tells his 
brutally honest tale 
with the ease and clarity 
of a long-winded yet seriously 
entertaining late-night confession over 
a bottle of gin and a joint. 

Barry is a seasoned professional, 
and it shows in both the writing and 
the performance. He seamlessly moves 
between characters such as Bridgitte, 
the bitchy French ex-girlfriend he runs 
into at Costco; Candy, the day shift 
stripper at an all-nude Van Nuys gen- 
tleman’s club; and his alcoholic rancher 
grandfather, whom Barry learns has 
some embarrassing secrets of own. 

The play has a “happy ending,” of 
course, but I won't spoil it for you. 

Barry’s story is indicative of the 
lack of understanding that many men 
have about their sexuality, especially as 
they age. Masculinity has such a nar- 
row window of what is acceptable, but 
people are multifaceted and complex. 
Barry’s show reminds us that even big 
former 49ers players can have the oc- 
casional dick problem.

5 Flights Up Richard Loncraine's pleas- 
ant-enough 5 Flights Up pairs up Diane Keaton 
and Morgan Freeman at long last, though it’s not 
quite the revelation it should be. Ruth (Keaton) 
and Alex (Freeman) have lived in the same fifth- 
floor, elevator-free Brooklyn apartment for 40 
years, since long before their neighborhood 
began attracting Whole Foods and the sort 
of affluent people who shop there. (Freeman 
sneering the words “hipsters and gentrifiers” is 
almost worth the price of admission.) Realizing 
that it's not as easy as it once was to walk up 
the stairs, and it’s not going to get any easier, 
Ruth concludes they should sell their apartment. 
Alex isn't so sure, and hates everything about 
letting strangers into their home. Freeman's 
narration feels tacked-on, and a subplot about 
their 10-year-old dog requiring expensive 
surgery and possibly becoming quadriplegic is 
a bit too on the nose. A bit subtler, the running 
subplot about an terrorist on the lam exposes 
New Yorkers’ not-so-buried Islamophobia. 5 
Flights Up does feature one of the greatest 
stresses of city life: the anxiety of waiting to 
get buzzed into a building, and then rushing to 
open the gate in time, which is the worst. The 
best, of course, would be Keaton and Freeman 
reteamed in a stronger movie. (SC) 


Albert Maysles Memorial Film Festival It's 


hard to believe there’s never been a full-on 
retrospective of documentarian Albert Maysles’ 
work, and it’s a shame that it took his death this 
past March for such a thing to occur, But better 
late than never! More than a dozen of his films 
from 1962 to 2011, many in collaboration with his 
brother David, will be shown over the course of 
a week. It’s not the entirety of his filmography — 
that would take a few months — but it’s a good 
sampling. They're all in double or occasionally 
triple features, since some are very short, such 
as the 10-minute Orson Welles in Spain from 1966 
in which Welles turns a pitch for an improvised 
bullfighter film into a meditation on masculinity 
in modern cinema that’s no less relevant today. 
1970's Gimme Shelter, the chilling document of 
the 1969 Rolling Stones tour that ended in the 
hellish concert at Altamont, has been widely 
praised and is the subject of an extensive 
Criterion Collection release, but its triumphs 
and horrors are always best on the big screen. 
Also showing is the 2009 short film Get Yer 
Ya-Yas Out!, which features heretofore unseen 
footage from the Stones’ 1969 Madison Square 
Garden show, but without the whiff of sulfur 
that hangs over Shelter. (SC) 

Don't Think I've Forgotten Among the revelations 
in Khmer Rouge survivor Rithy Panh’s highly 
personal The Missing Picture was the fact that 
Cambodia had a thriving rock 'n’ roll culture 
prior to Year Zero. John Pirozzi's Don't Think I've 
Forgotten: Cambodia's Lost Rock and Roll takes 
a broader look at the country’s music culture 
before the encroachment of the Vietnam War, 
and the subsequent genocide under Pol Pot, 
during which musicians and other artists had to 
lie about what they did to avoid being summarily 
executed. But while it existed, Cambodia's music 
scene had plenty to offer both the young and 
old — even their royal family, including Prince 
Norodom Sihanouk, put out lounge-music 
records. Rock 'n’ roll started to take over in the 
1960s — Cambodia had a Go-Go period! — and 
the lo-fi recording technology combined with 
the sheer energy of the performances by the 
Cliff Richard-inspired Baksei Cham Krung or the 
surf-heavy Bayon Band give the records a kind of 
timelessness. (There's also no denying the fact 
that Pou Vannary’s recording of James Taylor's 
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“You've Got a Friend” is superior to the original.) 
Among the interviewees are surviving musicians 
and relatives thereof, but most interesting is 
Thida Buth, simply credited as a music fan. She's 
who they were playing for, and why they need 
to be remembered. (SC) 


The D Train In planning his 20-year reunion, 


Pittsburgh schlub Dan Landsman (Jack Black) 
aggravates the inferiority complex he’s been 
nursing since high school. Duping a credulous 
Luddite boss (Jeffrey Tambor), neglecting a 
hormone-addled teenage son (Russell Posner), 
and betraying a patient jovial wife (Kathryn 
Hahn), Dan contrives an L.A. trip to nab a reunion 
RSVP from former class cool kid Oliver Lawless 
(James Marsden), now a pretty-boy Hollywood 
poseur who works as a set of abs selling suntan 
lotion. And so begins the farfetched bromantic 
farce by which Andrew Mogel and Jarrad Paul, 
the writing team behind Yes Man, make their di- 
recting debut. Unexpected developments ensue, 
including actual hilarity, amazing Black-Marsden 
chemistry, and a scorched-earth subversion of 
the default homophobia that's otherwise so 
common to movies like this. Meanwhile Tambor 
very graciously soft-sells one of the film's 
several implausible turns, and Hahn handles her 
hemmed-in role — ultimately she’s the gate- 
keeper of Dan's salvation — with characteristic 
aplomb. A soundtrack full of pop throwbacks sets 
the mood for unwieldy fragile-ego regression, 
although there is some cognitive dissonance in 
that this so-called class of ‘94 only grooves to 
music from a decade earlier. No matter; The D 
Train only underscores Mogel and Paul's slyness 
about the universal absurdity of being stuck in 
the past. (JK) 


Iris Everyone keeps calling Iris Apfel a “nonage- 


narian fashion icon” because how many such 
people can there even be? Well, at least a few, 
as the documentary Advanced Style made clear 
last year. But Apfel deserved a film of her own, 
even if she didn’t think so until meeting director 
Albert Maysles, who won her over with kindred 
geriatric joie de vivre. That's the spirit of Iris, a 
movie made mostly just by hanging out — in this 
case with a child of the Depression who grew 
up understanding that personal style meant 
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more and lasted longer than pretty looks. Wisely 
alert to clothing as a cultural barometer, Apfel 
is a grand combination artist, whose mix-and- 
match approach to dressing herself contains 
multitudes. “There's so much sameness,” 
she says about what she sees other people 
wearing now. “Everything is homogenized. 
| hate it. Whatever.’ The same could also be 
said of fashion-themed documentaries these 
days, but even a milder offering from the late 
and legendary Maysles — his last, as it turned 
out — seems constitutionally incapable of being 
wholly inessential. Although mostly a loose and 
unchallenging portrait, Iris is of value to the 
documentary field if only for taking a stand, 
however casual, against drabness. (JK) 


Heaven Adores You The tricky thing about being 


a successful artist is actually dealing with that 
success. Some weather it well, others not so 
much. Elliott Smith, the subject of Nickolas 
Dylan Rossi's loving tribute Heaven Adores 
You, leaned a bit toward the latter end of the 
spectrum. Smith's Oscar-nominated song “‘Miss 
Misery,” and his solo performance of it at the 
1998 Academy Awards, is presented as a turning 
point. Having moved to Brooklyn to escape his 
regional celebrity in — of course — Portland, 
he soon found himself in the global spotlight, 
whether he liked it or not. Smith did plenty of 
radio interviews that allowed him to narrate his 
life, but he wasn't on camera that often partic- 
ularly during the early stages of his career. Asa 
result, much of the first hour of Heaven Adores 
You is set to many, many shots of Portland, 
making the picture feel like a radio documentary 
playing over Portland B-Roll: The Movie. There's 
much more of Smith in person when his career 
really kicks in during the last third, which is also 
when his music gets more interesting and iconic. 
His death by double stab wounds to the chest 
at age 34 is left unexamined, but’s reasonable 
enough. Heaven Adores You means to celebrate 
Smith's life, not his death. (SC) 


Maggie You kids today just don't understand 


what it was like in the old days, when zombie 
movies were exotically rare, and when Arnold 
Schwarzenegger as a dad looking out for his 
daughter meant fully automatic genocide 
on behalf of pre-teen Alyssa Milano in Com- 
mando. How the sheltered boy-man loins were 
stirred back then! Admittedly the ho-hum factor 
in Maggie — with wearied Ahnuld as protector 
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of a gradually festering young Abigail Breslin 
against ominous martial-law quarantine — might 
only be a matter of fuddy-duddy perspective. 
To be fair, he snaps someone's neck in the first 
10 minutes, and takes an ax to someone else's 
alittle later, but they were zombies; that's just 
what you do. The rest seems like a lot of moping 
around: Here he is having a worried smoke by 
some biohazard bins, there squeezing a single 
tear from his unprecedentedly grizzled face. 
It's Breslin who does most of the crying, on 
account of her unfortunate diagnosis, that 
“necro-ambulist viral epidemic.” Filmmaker 
Henry Hobson has a good eye for dusky scenes of 
fallow earth and ashen skies. And just because a 
notable public health emergency has happened 
doesn't mean this can't also be one of those little 
indies in which attractive young people exude 
their attractive youth by running around with 
sparklers in music-covered montages. This does 
increase the poignancy of some of them being 
doomed to become putrescent cannibals. And 
there goes the species; Terminator not even 
required. (JK) 


Welcome to Me Here's Kristen Wiig as an Oprah 


fan with borderline personality disorder who 
wins the lottery and buys a talk show of her 
own. And from the primordial soup of lite- 
sax-soundtracked self-help infomercials, a 
monster emerges. Linda Cardellini plays Wiig's 
variously disappointed best friend, and it’s a 
promising start. Directed by Shira Piven, from 
Eliot Laurence’s script, Welcome to Me has some 
emotional cleverness to prove, and accordingly 
seems less soul-searching than self-important. 
It does help to get a sense that Wiig, who's good, 
really wanted to do it. Maybe not as much as 
Peter Sellers wanted to be in Being There, but of 
course screen-culture meta-critique has evolved 
since then, and tender semi-satires about idiot 
savants falling into social significance no longer 
play in quite the same way. Getting duller as it 
goes, Piven's movie just plods along, seeming 
more and more like a mishmash of The Truman 
Show and some Miranda July performance piece 
that you can't decide whether to adore or dis- 
dain. Or more basically, like an SNL sketch that's 
been relegated to late in the broadcast for being 
a little risky, but still has that familiar flaw of 
running too long. How it will end becomes a less 
compelling question than when it will end. (JK)

Falling in Love with iZombie 


It’s hard not to feel giddy about 
the CW, a network that began asa 
step-up from MTV in the “shit television 
for dumbass tweens” market but slowly 
branched up and out into creatively 
done shows for dumbass tweens, wry 
twenty-somethings, ironic thirty-some- 
things, and the not-dead-yet over-40 
crowd. 

The suits in charge of what was 
once the WB and UPN have since 
earned an A-plus for astutely predict- 
ing viewers’ impending horror obses- 
sion with vampires via Buffy, witches 
via Charmed, and evangelical Chris- 
tians via 7th Heaven. All they had to do 
was look at the YA fiction market and 
see how fast Goosebumps books were 
flying off the shelves.

Girl becomes zombie 
but manages to still look hot and also 
have a cerebral cortex. Girl needs to 
eat brains. Girl gets job in morgue so 
she can have access to all the medulla 
oblongatas one can eat. Girl gets vi- 
sions and takes on the personality of 
the person whom she has just eaten, 
which of course helps her solve the 
mystery of his or her death. It could 
either be the worst show or the best 
show ever produced, right? 

For me it’s somewhere in the mid- 
dle, which isn’t a very safe place for a 
show about a hot monster, but 

I’m holding out hope that it could 
eventually reach Buffy’s levels of awe- 
some. iZombie is based on the Vertigo 
comic of the same name, and each 
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episode has comic-book illustrated 
vignettes. There’s also a hint of that 
same hyper-self-conscious cornball 
vibe from the original Batman TV 
show in the ’60s, though it’s shel- 
lacked with just enough good acting 
and pathos to suck us in and make us 
forget that the premise is ridic. 

That’s probably because the show is 
created by Veronica Mars alumni Rob 
Thomas and Diane Ruggiero-Wright. 
(Thomas was also behind one of my 
favorite shows, the short-lived Party 
Down, about the wry adventures of 
a catering company.) On iZombie, 
we have the same subtle humor and 
strong central character, Liv Moore — 
clever! — well-played by Rose Mclver. 
Who would ever think that a zombie 
could have puppy dog eyes? She’s 
smart, lovable, and resigned to her 
undead fate. Life gave her lemons and 
she made a lemonade/brain smoothie. 

Liv’s co-worker Ravi (Rahul Kohli) 
is in on her secret, which is great 
since he’s a pathologist who has 
to figure out how people died. The 
weakest member of the cast is police 
detective Clive Babinaux, played by 
Malcolm Goodwin. Things were going 








swell on the pilot before he showed 
up because, simply put, he can’t act. 
Ah well, | thought to myself. It’s the pi- 
lot. Producers often dump people who 
appear in pilots. (Look at The Golden 
Girls, which axed the gay housekeeper 
once the show was picked up.) Surely 
Thomas and Ruggiero-Wright could 
see that Goodwin wasn’t cutting it? 
But nope, he now features promi- 
nently in the series, using what he 
thinks are Liv’s “psychic” abilities to 
solve each crime. And that’s my next 
beef — the crimes alone aren’t very 
interesting. It’s okay to have a good 
mystery each week, really. Go for it, 
iZombie! 

And if all else fails, Send more para- 
medics.

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THE OYSTER IS YOUR WORLD

Let me just start this off by 
saying that ICHI Kakiya uses shredded 
crabmeat as if it were a condiment. If 
that intrigues you, then you'll probably 
like the rest of this. 

With that said, Tim and Erin 
Archuleta’s follow-up to the nearby 
ICHI Sushi + NI Bar is a smash. Lo- 
cated where the original ICHI Sushi 
was, it’s got the same bold, close- 
up-fingerprint-whorl walls as its 
sister restaurant, only here they’re 
blue-and-yellow instead of black-and- 
white. (They’re meant to evoke ama, 
the Japanese women who dive for 
pearls without air tanks.) ICHI Ka- 
kiya is pared-down, omitting fish al- 
most entirely to focus on crustaceans. 

And you kinda-sorta have to 
start with oysters. The East Points 
were especially clean, but you can 
never go wrong with fluted Fanny 
Bays, which could well be the Official 
Bivalve Mollusk of British Columbia, 
if not the brand ambassador for all of 
Cascadia. Get the cocktail made with 
rice and barley soju, shiso syrup, two 
dashes of Meyer lemon juice, anda 
Meyer lemon twist, go to town ona 
dozen or more, and be generous to 
yourself with the ponzu. 

Elsewhere on the raw menu, 
the Hokkaido scallop and its milky 
texture tasted almost like tuna in 
spite of not being fatty in the least, 
and had that enchanting forest-floor 
note that these unremarkable little 
sea blobs can somehow produce. 
However, the real scallop sensation 
is the other one, the one with kombu 
pickle puree and house-cured salmon 
roe that gets wrapped up in nori like 
a wee little taco. It completely floored 
me on both visits, the little starbursts 
of salty roe elevating the meaty 
scallop while the nori just melted in 
my mouth. 

As is so often the case, sometimes 
the best things are off-menu. A 
“secret” Alaskan uni special made 
with yuba, shiso, and roe — plus tofu 
noodles that looked like tagliatelle 
— was by far the most decadent 
dish at a restaurant that’s otherwise 
characterized by clean flavors. 
(Alaskan uni is prized because the 
especially cold water helps those 
urchin gonads grow; hilariously, Tim 
Archuleta once confessed to The Bold 
Italic that he hated uni the first nine 
times he tried it.) 

The potato salad, like a 
combination of the German version 
of the dish and mashed potatoes

made with thinly sliced cucumbers 
and pickled carrots, looked different 
from every other item. It’s a big 

old scoop of comfort food, which 
made for a nice break. Surprisingly, 
on the lobster-crab roll, the bun 
was everything (in a good way). 
Here the roe is comparatively tiny, 
and the bonito flakes and sliced 
avocado are just 
marvelous. Paired 
with the toasty 
brioche notes and 
near-imperceptible 
bubbles of a Cattin 
Brut Chardonnay, it 
might sound like an 
unorthodox main 
— more lunch than 
dinner, really — but 
it worked. 

Because we 
deliberated openly about ordering 
more once the last of our courses 
had been served, and because I have 
no sales resistance whatsoever, we 
easily got talked into finishing off 
with kabocha soup. The fog had 
swept in by that point, so it seemed 
almost logical to eat backwards like 
that. A smooth squash puree with 
dashi adding a smoky, bacon note, 
it was lovely on its own but became

truly outstanding with the addition 
of some shredded crab. (Again: a 
condiment.) It’s one of those things 
that makes you mad at yourself for 
almost skipping. 

ICHI Kakiya’s prep area is no-fuss, 
no-muss, with a big clear Lexan full 
of fresh seafood on ice. Because it’s 
just Tim Archuleta and his assistant 
in full view, it’s 
hard even to call 
it a kitchen or 
even a “line.” The 
pair works almost 
silently, stopping 
every so often to 
squirt a little yuzu 
juice into a can of 
Tecate, and with the 
occasional break 
in concentration 
to make chit-chat 
with whoever might be sitting at 
the counter. Chef banter is almost 
as good as rock star banter, so my 
boyfriend got to hear all about a 
dream Archuleta had about purgatory 
(as well as beverage director Shasta 
Olarte’s charming wine excursion 
to Santorini). Given that it’s a 21- 
seat establishment, and workers 
outnumbered patrons most of the 
time I was there, everyone should

welcome the chance to schmooze with 
a chef of this caliber — especially 
when he asks after your cocktail, 
inserting a shiso leaf in there to make 
it really hum. 

However, this is still haute Japa- 
nese-influenced food, and we live in 
the Land of the Free, Home of the 
Whopper. The worst part about ICHI 
Kakiya is that, after being presented 
with a parade of delicates and no des- 
sert menu (cause there ain’t none), 
the mind involuntarily plots a course 
homeward that passes by a taqueria. 
I wouldn't say we left hungry, but 
ounce for ounce, this is not the most 
affordable dinner for the 99 percent. 
I would strongly recommend hitting 
happy hour (Mondays through Sat- 
urdays, 5:30-7 p.m., same as ICHI 
Sushi) to fill up a bit on dollar oys- 
ters before looking to the rest of the 
menu to quell those hunger pangs. 
After all, “dollar oysters” is the best 
word pair in the English language 
after “free beer,” and ranks just above 
“secret uni.”

Riding Along ona Bacon 


Bacon Food Truck

As San Francisco was just wak- 
ing up last Sunday, behind an unmarked 
brown door and 21 steps up a dingy white 
stairway in SOMA, half a dozen people 
rushed among storage vaults, loading a 
cart with supplies. At 9:30 a.m., satisfied 
they had what they needed, they left the 
staging area and descended to the street. 
Two heavy black trucks idled outside. 

Alfred Webster, a heavy-set guy clad 
in black, climbed into the first truck’s 
belly. Two others took their places in 
the front seats, and a fourth ducked 
down between them. The truck rum- 
bled to life, and split off from the other 
crew, its engine growling as it strained 
up an entrance ramp and accelerated 
onto I-80. 

Destination: Treasure Island Flea 
Market. Objective: Sell bacon. Lots of 
bacon. 

Krysten Wasik, a red-haired woman 
with a dirty Giants hat, drove. Thomas 
Mello, a soft-spoken scruffy guy in 
a brown cadet cap and chef’s pants, 
rode shotgun. I was crouched between 
them, as they’d agreed to let me ride 
along to see what it’s like working in 
one of San Francisco’s most popular 
food trucks, Bacon Bacon. 

Like many food trucks, Bacon Ba- 
con started small. When founder Jim 
Angelus entered the scene in 2011, it 
was just he and a vehicle he’d bought 
off Craigslist. Now the company em- 
ploys 35 people, and includes a cafe, 

a trailer at Fisherman’s Wharf, anda 
veritable fleet of trucks. 

Our truck, the one crawling over 
the Bay Bridge is actually Bacon Ba- 
con’s second. 

“The first one exploded a few years 
ago, Wasik said, before going over the 


details of the day with Mello. 

“Oh man, we are going to get so 
slammed,” Mello said, shaking his 
head. It would become the morning’s 
refrain. 

After negotiating our way past 
the wielder of the Official Market 
Clipboard — evidently we were late — 
Wasik rolled down to the end of the 20 
or so trucks lined up in the grass. She 
parked, and the three of them took off 
in different directions. 

“A lot of people go smoke before we 
start,’ she said. “Everybody’s got an 
addiction in this line of work.” 

A few minutes later, Mello was in 
the kitchen wiping the counters down. 
He’d left the world of fine dining to 
join Bacon Bacon late last year. Wasik 
and Webster quickly returned to help 
set up, as dozens of things had to hap- 
pen for them to be ready by 11. Mello 
finished cleaning, food prep began in 
earnest. 

“We are going to get so slammed 
today,” he repeated. 

Webster pulled out a huge metal 
tub of roasted pork and emptied it 
onto the grill. The mound of meat 
hissed and steamed, filling the truck 
with the scent of barbecue. With dual 
spatulas and a look of concentration, 
he methodically sliced and turned the 
pork over. 

“Hey Alfred!” Mello yelled to 
Webster. “How much meat you think 
that is?” 

Webster stepped back, staring. 
“Twenty pounds,” he guessed, then 
continued as before. 

Though they worked quickly, the 
crew didn’t seem overly stressed — the 
atmosphere felt more relaxed >) p36

than a normal kitchen. Combine that 
advantage with the lower startup 
costs, and a lot of cooks hunger for 
their own business. 

“For a lot of people now, that’s food 
trucks,” Mello said. He’s already got an 
idea for his own some day. 

A mix of soul and salsa played from 
someone's phone, and they chatted 
about work, food, and music — Mello 
and Webster are musicians on the side. 
The truck swayed from a light breeze 
blowing off the bay, adding to the illu- 
sion that the kitchen could have been 
a ship’s galley. The quarters felt claus- 
trophobic to me, and the air heated up 
with the grill. But it wasn’t as bad as 
when they worked at BottleRock. 

That was hot. “It was up to 115 in 
here,” Wasik reported, cheerily. 

As the 11 a.m. hour drew nearer, 
some of the food was ready for tasting. 
The team proffered little samples of 
bacon jam (a sweet and salty blend 
of bacon, onions, and maple syrup), 





a 


pork belly (tender slices of fatty pork 
slow-roasted for hours beforehand, 
then seared on the grill with salt), and 
bacon mayo (exactly what it sounds 
like). One wonders how they weren't 
all obese. 

“T’ve got a fast metabolism,” Mello 
said. “And Alfred boxes. He burns off 
his fat!” Webster grinned and made 
a fist. 

The crew quickened its pace until 
the appointed hour finally struck. 
Fresh air and light poured into the 
truck when Wasik opened the window 
at 11:01. At 11:02, she took their first 
order. And then another. And another. 

Her calls of “Order!” soon rang out 
faster than the cooks could prepare 
them. Buns and toppings rocketed 
from grill to fryer to counter to win- 
dow. At one point, Mello let out a ma- 
niacal scream. 

An hour in, they were already low 
on necessities like bread, ketchup, 
and small change — way more people 
were paying in cash than usual, likely 
because the flea market was cash-on- 
ly. The temperature inside steadily 
climbed, and the two cooks sweated 
as they wrapped burritos and grilled 
burgers, faster and faster. But the line 
for the truck snaked ever farther out 
across the lawn, a sea of faces gaping 
up at the window, waiting. 

They had arrived. And they were 
hungry.

Drinking With Ruthless Inefficiency 


Sitting at the bar, nursing a 
glass of absinthe, Lapo tells me that as 
a Berkeley student he'd wanted to 
design his own interdisciplinary major. 
Then he discovered that if you declared 
as such, you were forced to take a 
bunch of classes on “new media” 
theorists. 

“And I said, ‘Fuck that,” he 
tells me. “Id rather get a classical 
education.” 

This is the moment I knew we'd be 
friends. 

We are sitting in North Beach’s 
Comstock Saloon, a wonderful bar 
in which to appreciate the timeless 
virtues of classicism. A pitch-per- 
fect replica of a turn-of-the-century 
cocktail joint, it’s all elegantly shaped 
wood and glass and stone. Jazz musi- 
cians perform live from a nook above 
the main room whose ceiling 
contains a kinetic metal 
sculpture that I’m told 
was installed to fan 
customers — an early 
form of air condi- 
tioning. If true, 
this is the secret 
of what makes 
the Comstock 
great: It does the 
functional aspects 
of tending bar 
so well that they 
come out aestheti- 
cally pleasing. 

Take the menu. 
The success of Trick 
Dog has led corporate 
consultants to think 
that if you want to bea 
hip San Francisco bar you 
need an artsy menu. Countless trees 
are butchered to create documents 
that are terrible as art and worse 
as menu, and all for the sake of 
some artificially contrived notion of 
cleverness developed by people who 
make fun of art majors. Comstock 
goes the other way: Its menu is a 
sheaf of thick paper solidly bound 
by two flaps of gentle leather. It’s 
perfectly functional, utterly basic, 
worn through constant use, and still 
lovely. If form follows function well 
enough, it doesn’t need to pretend to 
be art. 

Comstock is what a tech bar 
should be but never is. 

I order the “Barkeep’s Whimsy” — 
the house term for “let the bartender 
make you something tasty” — and 
receive a combination of bourbon, 
bitters, citrus, and artichoke liquor. 
Lapo is telling the story of how he 
got out of the tech industry to start 
an art gallery — but that now, after 
four award-winning years, his rent is 
increasing sharply and the gallery will 
probably close down. 
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“Pm financially worse off. I’m 
worse off in so many ways,’ he says. 
“But when I think of going back, 
making money coding — I think I'd 
rather work in the service industry, 
which is something I never thought 
I'd say. But it’s so much more human 
to spend your nights talking with 
people than sitting in front of a 
computer screen on Adderall and 
cocaine. And what do the techies do 
with all their money? They end up at 
bars. It seems to me a better idea to 
skip all the tedious work coding, and 
just get a job at the bar in the first 
place.” 

At the very moment Lapo is telling 
me this, I know that thousands of 
people across the bay are having 
conversations just like it. Talented 
people whose only mistake was not 

throwing everything aside 
to cash in are asking 
themselves, “What do 
I do now?” Lapo and 
I clink glasses. By 
now I’m drinking 
a “Moonraker” 
(cognac, 
quinquina, peach, 
absinthe), which 
is strangely sweet 
for a cognac 
drink, but it 


for being a nerd,” 
Lapo says. “But the 
truth? I think it may 
be a terrible thing if 
the nerds are in charge 
— for the people who 
appreciate the fewest aspects of 
life to make decisions over the lives 
of others.” 

Suddenly I am very glad we’re 
having this conversation at Comstock 
Saloon. It is a testament to the fact 
that efficiency doesn’t have to be 
cruel or brutal. It can be beautiful, 
it can be joyful; it won't necessarily 
be artistic, but it can encourage our 
humanity rather than chain us to 
machines. Or worse, turn us into 
them. Competence, done properly, 
enriches the dignity of everyone 
around you. 

The problem isn’t tech. It’s 
that we're doing tech wrong. 
Technologists used to be pioneers, 
and humanists in their own right. 
They used to hang out in coffee shops 
with poets. Now they’re venture 
capitalists. 

Fuck that. I'd rather be classical.

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Porchfest Wants You 
to Meet Your Neighbors 


The DIY festival looks to bring music back to the streets of San Francisco

Our bustling city can be isolat- 
ing at times. We live next door to neigh- 
bors we never meet, ride crowded BART 
trains hoping to avoid eye contact with 
fellow passengers, and tend to draw lines 
in the sand among different groups of San 
Francisco residents. One music festival, 
organized by a dermatologist and a non- 
profit executive assistant who met at 
Burning Man seven years ago, is trying to 
change all of that — if only for one night. 

SF Porchfest is an event that em- 
powers Mission District residents, 
businesses, and venues to turn their 
porches into full-blown concert halls 
Saturday, May 9. The 20 porches, all 
within a mile of each other, will feature 
more than 40 bands of almost every 
genre of music (and even a dancer or 
two) — all for free. 

The festival organizers, Elisabeth 
Pittinos and Beth Gould, don’t have any 
notable experience in the music indus- 
try. But after hearing stories from their 
friend Marie Ghitman, who co-produces 
a Porchfest in Boston, the two couldn’t 
resist launching their own festival in 
San Francisco. And the two amateurs 
have done well on a shoestring budget, 
drawing on support from friends to 
create a sleek website, and getting San 
Francisco supervisors David Campos 
and Scott Wiener to secure a fee waiver 
for the amplified music permit. 

“T’ve spoken with Sgt. [Robert] Ka- 
prosch, of the SFPD’s Mission District 
station, and he was super nice and very 
supportive and told us a few guidelines, 
like no selling alcohol, which we’re not 
doing. So he didn't really have any issue 
with it,” Gould said of the potential 
threat of police shutting down music 
coming out of residential buildings. 


The first official Porchfest was in 
Ithaca, N.Y., in 2007. Since then the 
movement has spread across North 
America. Nearby Napa and Gilroy al- 
ready have their own Porchfests, and the 
bilingual city across our northern border, 
Montreal, hosts an event called Porch- 
fest/Balconfete. But this is the first one 
in San Francisco, according to Pittinos 
and Gould — and it’s about more than 
just music. 

“In a city like San Francisco, you 
can go years without meeting people 


who live down the block from you. And 
lately there is a lot of polarization in 
our community: between long-term 
residents and new arrivals, between 
renters and owners, between people 
from different economic backgrounds,” 
Pittinos said. “Porchfest is a day to feel 
good about our city and our neighbors, 
to celebrate the creativity and diversity 
of the city we all love. It’s a day to talk 
with people you don’t yet know. We be- 
lieve Porchfest can bring people togeth- 
er in a new way, and can be a catalyst 
for community-building.” 

The two women and their nimble in- 
frastructure of volunteers and friends 
seem to have the same thing on their 
minds: community building. The free 
event doesn’t have the budget of huge 
festivals such as Outside Lands, so 
anything that costs more than a few 
hundred dollars gets axed from the 
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Desmond Charles

plan. All the porches, staff, and musical 
entertainment have been offered with 
the goal of bringing a neighborhood 
together through music. 

“There’s always been some degree 
of polarization in San Francisco. I’ve 
lived here for 21 years and seen it. But 
it seems to be ramping up,’ Gould said. 
“Whether that’s true or that’s just the 
media, I don’t know, but I personally 
know people who are being evicted. 
We're not politicians or saying we know 
how to fix this complicated problem, 
but basically we want to see less polar- 
ization and more of people just getting 


together and seeing things from other 
viewpoints, and music is always a good 
way to do that.” 

As is the case for many promot- 
ers and artists hoping to organize 
shows in the city, the festival’s venues 
(read: porches) were the hardest for 
the women to secure. There were too 
many artists and not enough porches. 
According to Pittinos, potential porch 
volunteers were worried about getting 
sued or receiving noise complaints. 
The organizers were able to find some 
suitable porches, but also expanded to 
include traditional music venues and 
various businesses. 

“We now have some of the neigh- 
borhood music venues such as the The 
Vestry, Revolution Café, and the Red 
Poppy added in the mix as well as other 
businesses like Pig and Pie and Jump 
Start Coffee,” Pittinos said. 


Peter Baldwin has lived in San 
Francisco with his family since 1996. He 
works as an adviser to several startups, 
and has kids who attend elementary 
school with Gould’s. The week before the 
event Baldwin was busy “people-proof- 
ing” his backyard (he took down a tram- 
poline for safety reasons) and preparing 
to open his home to music fans. 

“The rewards outweigh the risks,” 
Baldwin said. “It’s pretty exciting, actu- 
ally. I wonder who will turn up?” 

The Baldwins put the word out 
about the party to their neighbors, 
inviting everyone to come. It’s a policy 
the family has for all parties. “It’s a 
community event, so we’re hoping to 
get to meet people we haven't seen be- 
fore in the community,” he says. 

A friend of family, who plays in the 
bluegrass band Nobody From Nashville, 
will be one of the musicians turning 
the Baldwin house into a music ven- 
ue for the evening. But it’s not just a 
friends-and-family affair, Baldwin says; 
the festival has the possibility of help- 
ing a larger issue the city is facing. 

“There's friction between my trade 
— the Silicon Valley trade — and 
between people who have lived here 
a long time,” said Baldwin, a fan of 
the city’s larger music events such 
as Hardly Strictly Bluegrass Festival. 
“Anything that can help people com- 
municate better is good thing.”

Q&A: Alice Bag 
and Cecilia Kuhn

The androgyne with the black 
hair in the pink, one-shouldered shift 
shakes her head back and forth as she 
clutches the microphone. She’s singing 
about pot roasts and calories, a woman 
wrestling with weight and hunger, her 
mouth wide open. On the word that 
gives the song its title, her deep chant 
ascends into a shriek: “Gluttony!” In 
this late 1970s footage from the semi- 
nal documentary The Decline of Western 
Civilization, Alice Bag tackles a quintes- 
sential feminist issue — body image — 
with full-throated punk rage. 

Ever since Maureen Tucker 
pounded the Velvet Underground’s 
drums with mallets and Patti Smith 
proclaimed herself a “Rock’n’roll 
Nigger,’ women have found punk to 
be a liberating force — and punk has 
been shaped by gender disruption. 
Nowhere has that been truer than in 
California, where women have been 
integral to the genesis and growth 
of underground rock, from the Run- 
aways to the Avengers to L7 to Tribe 8 
to Le Butcherettes. Decline, the movie 
that in many ways put L.A. punk rock 
on the world map (and is finally being 
released on DVD and Blu-Ray this 
summer), was made by a woman and 
featured three bands (out of seven) 
with frontwomen. 

“The punk scene in Los Angeles 
was co-created by women,” said Bag 
(aka Alicia Velasquez). “There was a 
woman booking punk bands at the 
Whisky a Go-Go, women (from Back- 
stage Pass) co-signed on the lease for 
the [punk club] Masque, and helped 
to physically transform the space 
from a basement into a rehearsal and 
performance venue. Women were 
present in all areas. We were writers, 
photographers, musicians, zine mak- 
ers, roadies... you couldn’t get away 
from us if you wanted to!” 

The lived connection between raw 
power and girl power became overt in 
the early 1990s, with the Riot Grrrl 
movement, and went geopolitical 
in recent years with Pussy Riot. But 
bands such as Bikini Kill and Bratmo- 
bile were building on the legacies of 
barrier-breakers like Frightwig, the 
all-female San Francisco band that 
played bristling psych-rock before 
grunge was even born, with libera- 
tionist lyrics like “my crotch does not 


say go. 
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Today you can’t spit at a Burger 
Boogaloo fest without hitting a wom- 
an musician. Berkeley’s the Memori- 
als, fronted by belter Viveca Hawkins, 
follow directly in the hard-rock-influ- 
enced lineage of Frightwig. Oakland’s 
Shannon and the Clams play kitschy 
garage pop and sing, “We are not un- 
der mind control.” Kim House of L.A.’s 
Kim and the Created is a modern-day 
Iggy Pop via Theo Kogan (Lunachicks). 

Two pioneers of West Coast punk 
will take the stage together for the 
first time May 13 at Oakland’s Studio 
Grand, for a night of words and music. 
I’m blessed enough to somehow be on 
this bill, talking about the Southland 
girl group that doesn’t get enough 
credit for helping set off the global 
punk revolution, the Runaways. I sat 
down with Alice Bag and Frightwig 
drummer Cecilia Kuhn to ask some 
questions about punk and feminism. 


Do you remember when you 
first discovered punk rock? 

Alice: I started reading about 
punk when I was a senior in high 
school. I had off-campus lunch and I 
used to walk to a nearby liquor store 
to buy snacks and look at its rock 
magazines. One day, Punk magazine 
was there waiting for me. 

I think Patti Smith was in it and I 
was a fan of Patti so she was my gate- 
way drug. I had watched Patti perform 
at the Roxy in Hollywood and she 
completely shattered my preconceived 
notions of how a woman could behave 
on stage. She had a beautiful raw 
energy and rock star sexuality. I was 
mesmerized by her animal magnetism 
and androgyny. Her words were her 
sexual organ and they penetrated the 
whole audience at once. 

Cecilia: It was in the late 70s, I 
was living in Houston, and the Sex 
Pistols’ album came out. I was highly 
interested in anyone who was so out- 
rageous. In Texas that was like a relief 
to me. To come out and be rude, after 
having been taught to be polite all my

life ... their attitude was what got me, 
more than the music. I wanted that 
energy! For me, it’s all about energy. 


What punk female artists 
have influenced or inspired you? 

Alice: I love Patti Smith, Poly 
Styrene, Gloria Trevi ... you know, I 
could make a very long list but I'd only 
end up kicking myself for forgetting 
someone. I am constantly being 
inspired by female punk performers 
and women who are not performers 
but live their lives with a punk-rock 
attitude, like Malala [Yousafzai]. I 
think she’s punk. 

Cecilia: | knew about the local 
female artists in S.F. and I liked them, 
but when the Go-Go’s had a hit, that 
really impressed me. Suddenly, women 
were on the airwaves and | felt like I 
could be part of that! I think people 
forget what it was like in the early 
80s, how rare it was for women artists 
to be in the mainstream. You must 
remember that it was considered a big 
drag to have more than one woman in 
a band, and it was never done. Fleet- 
wood Mac was considered very avant 
garde for having two women. 


Is there a connection between 
punk and feminism? 

Alice: Definitely. Punk is about 
challenging authority and that is exact- 
ly what feminism does. 
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Cecilia: There can be. But femi- 
nism, like punk, is very individual. I’ve 
met punk women who were comfort- 
able in the patriarchy and didn’t seek 
to change anything at all. 


What was the local punk 
scene like when you first started 
hanging out in it? Were women 
welcome? 

Cecilia: Yes, women were wel- 
come. It was very wild and colorful, 
and people were a lot more accepting 
back in the late ’70s. We had many 
different styles and kinds of music at 
the local club. People had more of a 
sense of humor back then, and were 
more mellow. Women were in bands, 
managing groups, and consuming this 
art form. 


Why do many people asso- 
ciate punk with a masculinist 
aesthetic? 

Alice: Because, for a while, punk 
became male dominated. Jocks tried 
to turn punk into a mixed martial arts 
sport. Go play football, motherfuckers! 

Cecilia: Through the years, a 
certain attitude evolved that pushed 
out anything subtle, quiet, and con- 
templative. Now, the lowest common 
denominator, angry young men, de- 
fines the music and the energy. And 
why not? I mean, it’s the angry young 
men who come to all the shows. Why 
would you put on a show of old-style 
punk rock when the audience only 
wants to hear their preferred music 
that’s very loud and very fast? 


Have you ever felt alienated 
from punk because you're a fem- 
inist? 

Alice: Hell no! I’m like a bull, put 
a red light in front of me and I'll just 
charge! 

Cecilia: No, not at all. I know there 
are punks and rockers who don’t want 
anything to do with “politics,” but it’s 
not my job to change them or fix them. 


Have you ever felt alienated 
from feminism because you're a 
punk? 

Alice: No, but I do sometimes hear 
women judging each other and I realize 
it’s something we're going to have to 
get over if we want to succeed. 

Cecilia: Oh no, not at all. lama 
self-defined feminist. No one is go- 
ing to alienate me from how I define 
myself! I know there are feminists 
who don’t understand punk energy 
or who have other preferences. It’s a 
big world and not everyone cares for 
punk. I’m fine with that.

For 
the unfamiliar, Tong is one of the world’s 
biggest DJs, serving as the producer and 
host of BBC Radio 1's Essential Mix, which 
may very well be the highest-profile plat- 
form worldwide for DJs to showcase their 
Skills. AS a DJ himself, Tong is simultane- 
ously remarkably bland and impressively 
talented: Tong shamelessly plays what the 
crowd wants to hear, in only the way a DJ 
who's been around for as long as he has 
can. Joining him is Kolsch, an upstart affili- 
ated with German institution Kompakt, who 
produces irresistibly groovy, melodic tech- 
house that contains no surprises but is 
guaranteed to lead dancefloors into hands- 
in-the-air ecstasy, and Ricoshéi, an even 
newer producer building a career on the 
strength of one poppy house anthem with 
silky-smooth vocals, “Perfect Like You.”

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TEACHING MOMENT

Last summer, I reconnected with a high school teacher I 
hadnt seen for a year. We first met when I was 15, and I 
had nothing but respect for him and his intelligence. I also 
had a crush on him for the next four years. Fast-forward a 
year. He is sexting me and sending dick pics and wants to 
hook up. He has told me he loves me. I feel violated and 
tricked, like he was supposed to be someone I could trust 
and he didn’t respect that. Now I wonder how teachers re- 
ally see underage high school girls. This whole experience 
has made me feel dirty. Moreover, he has never respected 
that I have a boyfriend and that I want nothing to do with 
his advances. I met up with a former classmate, and she 
told me that this teacher and another teacher said similar 
things to her. Ew! Most former classmates of mine still 
believe him to be a respectable man and a great teacher. 
But I know him for what he really is, and when I think of 
it, I get so angry. How do I move on from this? 
Schooling Thankfully Over Permanently 


I would never want to minimize the creepiness factor 
of a former teacher sending you dick pics and refusing 
to take “I want nothing to do with your advances” for 
an answer. (And you didn’t just say “I have a boy- 
friend” and hope that he would hear “And I want 
nothing to do with your advances,” right? Because if 
all you said was “T have a boyfriend,” STOP, he may 
have heard, “I would love to fuck you, but I have a boy- 
friend.”) And I definitely believe high school teachers 
— all teachers who work with minors — should re- 
frain from fucking current students and sending dick 
pics to former students. One is statutory rape and an 
abuse of power (fucking underage students); the 
other is career suicide (hitting on former students 
will get your ass fired eventually). As for the other is- 
sues you raise... 

This guy was your teacher when you were 15 ... 
you had a crush on him for four years ... a crush he 
doubtless picked up on ... and you somehow recon- 
nected with him after not seeing him for a year ... 
and one year after reconnecting, he’s still contact- 
ing you despite your rejection of him. 

If I’ve got the timeline right (math is still hard!), 
STOP, you were 19 or 20 when you reconnected 
with your former teacher and you're 20 or 21 now. 
Maybe even 22. That means nothing happened 
— nothing appropriate or inappropriate — until 
you were (1) no longer his student and (2) legally 
an adult. Your former teacher did nothing inap- 
propriate when you were his student (you surely 
would've included that detail), and so far as you 
know, he’s never behaved inappropriately toward a 
current student. Which means either your former 
teacher has a solid age-range floor (he’s not attract- 
ed to anyone under the age of 18) or he’s capable 
of exercising self-control (not only can he refrain 
from fucking girls under the age of 18 who he hap- 
pens to find attractive, but he can conduct himself 
in such a way that those girls have no idea he finds 
them attractive). 

Your former classmate’s story complicates the 
picture — and yucks the picture — but she was 
a former student and an adult when these teach- 
ers said “similar things” to her, right? That’s still 
creepy, of course, it’s still not okay, and it’s still 
potential career suicide for both these idiots. But 
it’s not technically illegal. If you honestly believe 
that either or both of these idiots are behaving 
inappropriately toward their current students, 
STOP, you should approach the administration at 
your old high school with your concerns. Doing so 
will result in the end of their careers as educators 
— but if these guys are trying to fuck their current 
students and/or grooming their current students 
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for fucking a year or two after they graduate, then 
both should get the fuck out of teaching. 

As for feeling dirty, STOP, I don’t understand 
where that’s coming from. You didn’t do anything 
dirty. The realization that this teacher might have 
had a crush on you back when you had one on 
him — and he might not have had a crush on you 
then — shouldn't hurl you into some sort of exis- 
tential crisis. If knowing that a teacher might have 
found you sexually attractive back when you were 
a junior in high school leaves you feeling violated, 
tricked, and angry, STOP, if that realization has 
you convinced that all teachers are secret perverts, 
then you seem to be operating under a faulty set 
of assumptions about what teachers are. They’re 
not robots, they’re not eunuchs, they’re not hu- 
manoids from a parallel universe where life isn’t 
occasionally complicated by an unwanted sexual 
attraction. Teachers are human beings, and like all 
other human beings*, they sometimes experience 
sexual attraction, including sexual attraction of 
the unwelcome and/or inappropriate variety. What 
they choose to do about it — suppress it, act on 
it — determines whether they’re respectable men 
and women and (possibly) great teachers or total 
creeps and/or sex offenders. 

This does not, of course, excuse what your for- 
mer teacher is doing to you now. He’s sexually ha- 
rassing you. Tell him to stop and threaten to take it 
up with the school board if he doesn’t. How do you 
move on? You do what I do on Twitter: Block and 
forget the asshole — BAFTA. 


Male here, 21 years old. I've been ina relationship with 
my girlfriend for a year and a half. We have somewhat 
kink-themed sex, though nothing too intense. My girl- 
friend is very submissive, and I'm more on the submissive 
side myself, so we have done only light bondage and light 
flogging. Recently, my girlfriend and I hada fight, and 
while things were still kind of heated, she suggested I 
“punish” her by spanking her, which I did, and we wound 
up having a much better, calmer conversation after the 
spanking. The next day, she proposed that this be some- 
thing we do more often. Iam not certain about all the dy- 
namics at play here. Is this a healthy approach to 
resolving conflict? We already do a bit of kink, and there 
would be two consenting partners. But at the same time, 
I don’t want to be an abusive boyfriend or something. It 
seemed to help us resolve the conflict — but if we do it 
more, I’m not sure it would play out as well. It happened 
only that one time, so I haven't moved forward on it. I'm 
uncertain whether it would be good for our relationship. 


Keeping It Newly Kinky 


Research conducted at Tilburg University in the 
Netherlands found that kinky people — people who 
engaged in consensual submission, bondage, and 
pain play — scored better on most measures of psy- 
chological health than non-kinky people. So enjoying 
a spanking, asking for one, giving one on request, 
etc., isn’t evidence that there’s something wrong 
with you or your relationship. As for whether it’s a 
good idea to spank your girlfriend in the heat of an 
argument, well, that depends on two things: whether 
she wants to be spanked at those times (gotta keep it 
consensual) and whether the spanking — for you — 
represents an extension of the argument or a sus- 
pension of the argument. If you're setting aside the 
argument to enjoy a spanking — maybe a little con- 
flict gets her blood pumping and turns her on — and 
then picking it up later, after you’ve both enjoyeda 
spanking, then I don’t see the harm.
